EXTRACTS  FROM  RULES. 

Rule  3. — A  subscription  or  donation  of  not  less  than  one  guinea  shall  consti¬ 
tute  the  subscriber  or  donor  a  Governor  for  the  current  financial  year. 

R ulf,  4. — Any  Corporation,  Company,  Society  or  Firm  giving  or  subscribing, 
and  any  number  of  persons  uniting  to  give  or  subscribe,  one  guinea 
or  upwards,  may  nominate,  in  writing,  some  person  as  a  Governor  in 
respect  thereof,  and  such  person  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  a 
Governor,  and  any  minister  of  religion  paying  in  a  contribution  from 
his  congregation,  or  any  person  collecting  and  paying  in  a  sum  of 
money  in  any  year,  for  which  no  privileges  can  otherwise  be  claimed 
under  these  rules,  shall  be  entitled  for  that  year  to  the  privileges  of 
a  Governor.  Privileges  under  this  rule  shall  be  on  the  basis  of  one 
Governor  for  every  subscription  of  between  one  guinea  and  25  guineas, 
with  an  additional  Governor  for  every  further  complete  25  guineas 
and  with  a  maximum  of  four  in  respect  of  any  one  Corporation, 
Company,  Society,  Firm,  etc. 

Rule  27. — Governors  only  may  vote,  each  Governor  being  entitled  to  one  vote.

OBITUARY. 

By  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  E.  R.  Stoneham,  the  Hospital 
sustained  a  very  great  loss  during  the  year  under  review. 

Mr.  Stoneham  was  associated  with  this  Hospital  from  1924 
until  his  decease.  He  shewed  himself  throughout  this  long  period 
a  sympathetic  supporter,  a  willing  worker,  and  a  generous  subscriber. 
He  had  constantly  at  heart  the  welfare  of  patients,  and  was  a  strong 
advocate  of  a  forward  policy  of  development  and  extension. 

We  also  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  T.  Trollope,  a 
Vice-President  for  many  years. 

TEIE  YEAR’S  WORK. 

With  the  exception  of  major  operations,  each  branch  of  Hospital 
work  shews  an  increase.  Last  year  it  was  reported  that  a  record 
had  been  achieved  in  the  total  number  of  4 4  instances  of  service.” 
This  record  was  made  only  to  be  broken,  for  in  the  year  under  review 
an  overall  increase  of  317  occurred,  or  27  per  cent.

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This  phenomenal  increase  in  work  is  attributed  to  two  causes — 
the  growth  of  the  district,  and  a  stronger  desire  on  the  part  of 
residents  to  be  accommodated  in  tlheir  own  Hospital.  There  is 
every  reason  to  anticipate  that  the  work  to  be  performed  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  grow,  for  in  addition  to  other  factors,  recent  additions  to 
the  Hon.  Consulting  Staff,  and  the  provision  of  new  facilities 
reported  elsewhere,  have  made  an  important  extension  to  the  field 
for  service  hitherto  available. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

Revisions  in  administration  to  which  reference  was  made  in 
the  last  Annual  Report  have  entailed  a  certain  amount  of  re-organisa¬ 
tion.  The  work  of  the  Hospital  is  under  the  close  supervision  of 
several  Committees,  each  meeting  regularly  and  frequently  to  transact 
business — the  whole  reporting  in  detail  to  periodic  Board  Meetings. 
A  summary  of  the  main  activities  of  these  Committees  is  as  follows  :  — 

House  Committee.  Monthly  meetings  have  been  held  at  which 
all  the  business  of  domestic  administration  has  been  dealt  with. 
Close  attention  to  economic  efficiency  has  been  given,  and  the  result 
is  reflected  in  the  very  satisfactory  “  average  patient  cost  ”  for  the 
year,  namely  £ 2  19s.  9d.,  as  against  £3  7s.  9d.  last  year.  The 
Garden  has  again  yielded  well^,  and  we  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Frank 
Clarke  and  Mr.  Vinson  for  their  renewed  help  to  the  House 
Committee.  The  Board  are  very  mudh  alive  to  the  devoted  work  of 
this  Committee. 

Finance.  The  year  has  been  an  anxious  time  for  those  entrusted 
with  the  finances  of  the  institution.  Quite  apart  from  the  new 
Extension,  several  abnormal  costs  have  had  to  be  met,  e.g.,  re¬ 
decoration  ;  new  heating  plant ;  emergency  lighting ;  new  sterilizer  ; 
etc.  The  establishment  of  the  new  combined  Department  was 
estimated  to  cost  just  over  ,£2,000,  and  it  was  reluctantly  decided 
that  some  substantial  portion  of  our  assets  must  be  realised. 

The  closest  attention  has  been  given  to  economy,  consistent  with 
efficiency,  and  no  expenditure  has  been  incurred  that  could  properly 
have  been  avoided. 

Medical. 

By  resuming  the  practice  of  regular  monthly  meetings  this 
Committee  have  established  an  improved  liaison  between  the  pro¬ 
fessional  and  lay  sections  of  the  administration.  Among  other  items, 
an  improved  system  of  admission  arrangements,  and  the  addition  of 
several  new  appointments  to  the  Hon.  Consulting  Staff,  have  been 
carried  through  successfully.  The  services  of  specialists  are  now 
readily  available  for  Medical,  Surgical,  Gynecological ,  Orthopoedic, 
Ear,  Nose  and  "Throat,  Ophthalmic  and  Dental  and  X-Ray  cases. 
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The  Committee  have,  of  course,  been  closely  associated  with  the 
creation  of  the  new  Department,  and  the  plans  for  further  extension. 

Property.  The  Property  Committee  have  been  particularly 
concerned  with  this  year’s  work.  Firstly,  by  heating  and  adapting 
existing  premises,  thereby  adding  eight  beds  to  the  available  occom- 
modation ;  secondly,  by  carrying  out  internal  re-decoration ;  and 
thirdly,  by  effecting  the  first  step  in  the  Extension  Scheme. 

Earlv  in  the  year  the  Board  agreed  that  a  definite  scheme  must 
be  commenced  to  embrace  the  provision  of  new  X-Ray  equipment ; 
electro-massage  facilities;  a  Children’s  Ward;  more  General  Ward 
accommodation ;  and  certain  other  minor  points.  The  Property 
Committee  were  directed  to  proceed  with  the  first  two  items  forth¬ 
with,  and  to  erect  a  temporary  wing  to  house  a  combined  new 
Department.  This  work  is  finished  at  the  time  of  presenting  this 
Report,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  will  meet  a  very  real  local 
need.  The  absence  of  Electro  Medical  treatment,  and  the  short¬ 
comings  of  the  old  X-Ray  installation  have  long  been  realised  to  be 
factors  militating  against  the  Hospital’s  interests.  The  provision 
of  modern  facilities  is  a  very  big  step  forward  in  the  Board’s  pro¬ 
gressive  policy. 

We  are  particularly  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  H.  Clayton  for  his 
invaluable  service  in  connection  with  the  temporary  building.  The 
Ladies’  Association  also  have  been  actively  concerned  with  the  new 
wing,  and  have  very  generously  contributed  a  complete  stock  of 
linen,  for  the  inauguration  of  treatment,  in  addition  to  maintaining 
the  linen  equipment  on  the  Main  Hospital  side. 

An  office  has  been  equipped  in  the  new  building,  where  a  full¬ 
time  Almoner-Clerk  will  co-ordinate  the  clerical  side  of  administra¬ 
tion  with  the  Almoner’s  work  hitherto  discharged  with  such 
conspicuous  success  on  a  part-time  basis  by  Mrs.  Bayly. 

It  is  hoped  that  concrete  proposals  will  shortly  be  in  hand  for 
the  next  part  of  the  Extension  Scheme. 

FINANCIAL. 

We  consider  the  Board  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  Revenue 
level  reached  in  a  year  of  exceptional  difficulty  and  abnormal  expense. 
In  spite  of  continued  trade  depression,  and  the  loss  of  certain  sources 
of  income,  the  total  receipts  exceed  those  of  the  preceding  year,  while 
on  the  expenditure  side,  in  spite  of  the  great  increase  in  work  done, 
a  very  favourable  comparison  is  also  possible.  Comment  upon  the 
main  heads  of  income  will  he  of  interest  in  connection  with  the 
Accounts  published  in  this  Report.  The  figures  given  in  parentheses 
are  those  of  the  preceding  year  (a)  Subscriptions  £ 335  (£320). 
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Under  this  head  some  portion  of  the  loss  reported  last  year  has  been 
retrieved,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  some  new  subscribers.  It 
is  felt,  however,  that  with  the  growth  of  the  district  a  wide  field 
for  new  subscriptions  is  being  opened  up,  and  the  help  of  all  is 
solicited  to  awake  interest  and  support  in  newcomers  to  the  district, 
to  swell  the  annual  subscription  list.  The  continued  support  of  old 
subscribers,  often  under  conditions  of  acute  difficulty,  is  most  grate¬ 
fully  acknowledged.  With  better  times  in  prospect  the  Board  look 
confidently  for  an  increase  in  this  most  important  item  of  revenue. 

(b)  Donations  and  Entertainments  £434  (£401). 

That  such  a  satisfactory  figure  has  been  reached  is  again  due 
to  devoted  work  by  old  supporters,  aided  by  newcomers  in  the  field 
of  Hospital  endeavour.  Mr.  Holder  and  his  Appeals  Committee  have 
been  associated  with  much  that  has  been  done,  and  hope  to  develop 
complete  co-operation  in  time  with  all  revenue-raising  activities. 

We  are  again  indebted  to  Callender’s  Band  for  a  splendid  con¬ 
tribution.  The  Annual  Concert  was  produced  once  more  entirely 
free  of  cost  through  the  kindness  of  Sidney  Bacon’s  Pictures,  Ltd. 
Not  only  was  the  theatre  placed  at  our  disposal  without  charge,  but 
the  Manager  and  his  Staff  co-operated  enthusiastically  throughout 
the  preparatory  stages  as  well  as  on  the  day  of  production.  This 
event  has  become  a  very  important  item  in  the  Hospital’s  yearly 
life,  on  the  publicity  side  as  well  as  from  the  income  derived  from 
the  performance,  and  it  is  desired  to  thank  those  who  worked  so 
well  together  to  achieve  such  a  successful  result.  The  Band  and 
their  officials  were  as  ever  thorough  and  obliging  throughout,  the 
Picture  House  authorities  gave  every  possible  facility  and  help,  and 
splendid  work  in  advertising,  ticket  selling  and  printing  was  forth¬ 
coming  from  many  willing  helpers. 

Sporting  events  have  again  proved  a  splendid  source  of  income, 
and  we  are  indeed  increasingly  indebted  to  those  loyal  workers  who 
continue  with  undiminished  enthusiasm  to  organise  these  events  on 
our  behalf.  Their  hard  work  is  very  greatly  appreciated,  and  we 
are  proud  again  to  record  the  details  of  this  income  under  the 
appropriate  head  in  the  Accounts  section  of  this  Report. 

(c)  Boxes  £19  (£31). 

The  drop  under  this  head  is  due  to  the  termination  of  building 
schemes  which  were  operating  in  1932,  and  wdiich  proved  a  fruitful 
source  of  Box  Revenue.  The  issue  and  maintenance  of  collecting 
boxes  has  just  been  taken  over  by  the  Ladies’  Association,  and  a 
substantia]  increase  in  this  section  of  income  i«  confidently  an¬ 
ticipated. 
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(d)  Central  Funds.  <£135  (£150). 

The  fall  in  Rose  Day  receipts  was  not  due  to  local  circumstances. 
Mrs.  Eayly  and  her  hardworking  helpers  actually  achieved  a  record 
sale,  but  our  allocation  from  the  Fund  proved  nevertheless  to  be 
less  than  last  year. 

(e)  Patients  and  Contribution  Schemes,  £1,968  (£1577)* 

The  increase  here  is  due  mainly  to  the  greater  number  of 
patients,  and  we  have  to  thank  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff  for  the 
systematic  use  of  the  maximum  occupation  in  bringing  this  about. 

(f)  Pay  Day  Funds  and  Works  Funds,  £378  (£376). 

When  industrial  conditions,  and  the  loss  of  several  substantial 
contributing  organisations  is  borne  in  mind,  we  feel  that  the  figure 
reached  is  a  very  great  tribute  to  the  work  put  in  by  the  officials  of 
the  Works  and  Pay  Day  Funds.  No  effort  is  being  spared  to  main¬ 
tain  the  closest  co-operation  with  these  organisations,  whose  con¬ 
tinued  interest  and  support  is  of  such  vital  importance  in  the 
Hospitals’  local  standing. 

(g)  Extension  Fund. 

The  generous  contributions  recorded  under  this  head  are  most 
valuable  at  this  present  time  of  abnormal  expenditure,  and  we  hope 
that  this  Fund  will  continue  to  be  swelled  by  gifts  of  all  sizes,  in 
order  to  leave  normal  income  free  from  embarassment. 

THANKS. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  record  completely  all  those  to  whom 
we  owe  thanks  for  gifts,  voluntary  service,  and  financial  support 
during  the  3-ear.  Not  a  day  goes  bjr  without  something  being  done 
for  us  voluntarily,  While  gifts  of  every  kind  and  value  are  contin¬ 
ually  being  received.  There  is  given  at  the  end  of  this  Report  a 
summary  of  these  eminently  practical  contributions  to  our  welfare. 
So  far  as  possible  our  gratitude  has  been  suitably  communicated  at 
the  time,  but  if  in  any  case  this  has  not  been  done  (and  often  our 
friends  are  anonymous),  we  assure  our  supporters  that  their  help  has 
been  most  thankfully  received.  Indeed,  we  could  not  carry  on 
without  them. 

The  Board  again  thank  the  Matron,  Miss  Cope,  and  her  loyal 
Staff  for  their  devoted  work  ;  the  Hon.  Medical  Officer  for  his  untiring 
work  and  interest,  and  his  colleagues  on  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff  for 
their  co-operation  and  constant  service ;  the  Press  for  the  unstinted 
publicity  given  to  our  activities  ;  the  Clerg}^  for  spiritual  help  and 
guidance  ;  the  Amb.ulance  Staff  for  their  efficient  co-operation  ;  the 
Ladies’  Association  for  Pound  Day,  Hospital  Linen,  and  many  other 
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activities;  and  the  Works  and  Pay  Day  Fund  officials  whose  un¬ 
flagging  interest  and  hard  work  is  responsible  for  so  large  a  part  of 
our  income. 

Two  notable  workers  have  left  our  service  at  the  end  of  1933, 
and  to  both  we  extend  the  Board’s  most  sincere  thanks.  Mrs.  Bayly 
resigned  her  post  as  Lady  Almoner  on  the  installation  of  the  full¬ 
time  office,  and  Mr.  T.  E.  McCauley,  familiar  for  so  long  as  our  Pay 
Day  Fund  Collector,  reluctantly  had  to  relinquish  his  honorary  duties. 

GENERAL. 

We  think  it  safe  to  say  that  there  has  been  a  growth  in  support 
and  interest  manifest  in  the  year  1933.  It  is  the  most  sincere  desire 
of  every  member  of  the  Board  that  this  growth  shall  continue — not 
only  to  ensure  financial  contributions,  but  to  secure  to  the  Plospital 
a  full  measure  of  co-operation  from  every  section  of  the  district  it 
exists  to  serve.  The  policy  of  the  Board  is  to  continue  to  develop 
until  the  Hospital  can  meet  fully  the  needs  of  our  people,  and  this 
policy  can  only  proceed  at  a  pace  regulated  by  the  support  accorded.

In  the  last  Annual  Report  I  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that 
owing  to  our  old  friend  Mr.  Fudger  resigning  from  the  position  of 
Hon.  Secretary,  the  Board  had  asked  Mr.  W.  J.  Bate  to  fill  this 
important  position.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  be  able  to  say 
that  he  has  more  than  fulfilled  my  own,  and  I  am  sure  speaking  for 
the  Board  of  Governors,  their  expectations. 

I  should  like  also  to  draw  attention  to  the  good  work  done  by 
all  the  Committees,  especially  the  Chairmen  of  those  committees, 
who  have  responded  to  the  many  calls  upon  their  time,  experience, 
and  advice,  which  the  added  work  entailed.  It  will  be  understood 
that  the  more  facilities  the  Board  are  able  to  offer  to  the  public,  the 
greater  the  w^ork  is  that  falls  to  the  Committees  to  be  dealt  with. 

This  year,  owing  to  the  many  improvements  and  additions  made 
to  and  in  the  Hospital,  and  the  large  capital  expenditure  that  such 
work  must  of  necessity  cost,  it  became  apparent  to  all  concerned 
fihat  a  considerable  amount  of  money  would  have  to  be  found,  and 
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I  feel  that  I  cannot  let  this  opportunity  pass  without  specially  men¬ 
tioning  the  efforts  made  by  Mr.  G.  Carter  Humphreys,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Erith  Urban  District  Council.  At  my  suggestion  he  kindly 
consented  to  run  a  44  Chairman’s  Ball.”  This  was  a  great  success,

These  appointments  were  made  to  meet  the  need  for  specialist 
treatment  and  to  facilitate  the  expeditious  treatment  of  all  types 
of  cases  admitted.  The  results  following  the  appointments  have 
justified  this  action. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  work  in  all  departments. 
The  increased  number  of  in-patients  treated  has  been  due  to  the 
increased  number  of  beds  available  and  to  the  efforts  of  the  hon. 
medical  staff  in  expediting  the  discharge  of  patients  without  in  any 
way  detracting  from  the  treatment  of  the  cases. 

The  equipment,  particularly  on  the  surgical  and  orthopoedic 
side,  has  been  recently  increased. 

1  he  addition  of  the  electro-therapeutic  and  X-Ray  departments 
is  a  gratifying  sign  of  progress  and  is  regarded  by  the  medical  staff 
as  a  wise  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board  in  furthering  the  means  of 
investigation  and  treatment.  It  is  eminently  satisfactory  that  the 
Board  adopted  the  suggestion  that  X-Ray  plant  for  complete  investi¬ 
gations  should  be  acquired  in  place  of  renewal  of  apparatus  for  partial 
investigations  only. 

1  he  summary  of  work  done,  given  below,  shows  increase  in  all 
departments.  The  operative  work  done  shows  an  increase  of  50  per 
cent,  over  the  work  done  in  1932.  The  explanation  of  the  reduced 
number  of  major  operations  is  that  many  types  have  been  reclassified 
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from  the  Major  to  the  Minor  category.  The  increase  in  instances  of 
service  rendered  by  the  Hospital  over  the  preceding  year  was  2? 
per  cent. 

We  have  to  thank  the  Board  of  Governors  for  the  cordiality  with 
which  they  have  received  and  treated  our  endeavours  and  suggestions 
during  the  past  year.  We  have  also  to  thank  the  Honorary  Con¬ 
sultant  Staff,  Matron  and  the  Nursing  Staff  for  their  endeavours  to 
adapt  themselves  to  the  increased  work  and  the  various  modifications 
in  the  administration  which  have  been  recently  introduced.
